and If independent of tips. 
His pro­ 
fessional activities are confined 
to 
hotel ballrooms; he is 
not 
seen 
in 
dance clubs. 
Americans are among his best “cli­ 
ents”, as he calls them. 
But he 
re­ 
gards them with mixed feelings. Such 
a lot of them don’t know he has to be 
tipped! 
They accept his invitations 
to dance, and take their departure at 
the end of the afternoon or evening, 
never dream ing that he is reckoning 
up a dead loss of 5 or 10 
francs 
a 
dance against them and inwardly de­ 
ploring: 
"Done again!” 
Theophile told me all about it. Thé­ 
ophile was much franker than is the 
ordinary gigolo. 
He did not pretend 
to be a Russian nobleman fallen upon 
hard tim es. 
He told me that with luck one av­ 
erages about three hundred francs a 
day in tips, dancing afternoon and 
evening, with a 
good 
meal 
often 
thrown in, paid for by a client. 
His 
salary at the resort where he works 
ir Paris is the princely one of 
70 
francs a week (at the present rate of 
exchange something under $2). 
At 
the sm art resorts sometimes he gets 
nothing. 
There 
the 
m anagem ent 
considers the dancer’s opportunity to 
obtain large gratuities sufficient pay. 
“Out of this”, said Theophile, 
“ I 
pay laundry bills —but laundry bills, 
mon dieu! 
Figure for yourself w hat 
they m ust be, realizing how I have 
always to be turned out. To say noth­ 
ing of lodging, food and clothes—al­ 
ways the best suits, mind, and 
the 
finest shoes and linen. 
W ith 
flan­ 
nels in the summer, up goes the laun­ 
dry bill again. 
It is desolating”. 
That is what makes 
tip-cheating 
by innocent 
English 
and American 
women so serious a m atter. 
“Continental women all know about 
the gratuity. 
It is 
safe 
to 
invite 
them ”, said Theophile. 
“But, on the 
other hand, they consider very seri­ 


ously the value of French money. An 
English woman or an American, when 
she does tip. will give much more. 
Best of all are South Americans and 
Greeks. 
You take no risk with them 
and they are nearly alw ays old 
and 
very fa t” . 
To gigolo youth, beauty and skill 
in a partner are no inducements 
at 
all. 
The older and heavier the wom­ 
en with whom he takes the floor, the 
more they are willing to pay. 
There are definite and cast 
iron 
rules th at govern the profession of 
gigolodom. 
Theophile gave me my 
first inkling of this fact when I ex­ 
pressed a desire to dance with 
his 
assistant, Armand. 
The laws of the 
Medes and Persians, it 
transpired, 
had to be broken to satisfy my cap­ 
rice. 
For every woman who pays be­ 
comes, autom atically the property of 
the gigolo who first asked 
her 
to 
dance and was accepted. 
None 
of 
the other gigolos Tnay 
encroach 
on 
his property. 
No gigolo may invite a woman a t­ 
tended by a man to dance, unless she 
oi her escort signifies permission. 
The gigolo’s tip m ust be handed to 
him, folded very sm all, not at the end 
| of the dance, but at the end of the 
afternoon or evening, and must pass 
from hand to 
hand 
without 
either 
p a rty ’s appearing to be aware of the 
transaction. 
The 
gigolo 
may 
not 
make known any 
dissatisfaction he 
m ay feel w ith regard to the size 
of 
his tip, except by 
refraining 
from 
furth er dancing. 
No 
gigolo, 
even 
when he realizes th a t a woman is un­ 
aw are of the tipping ruse, 
may 
so 
Imuch as hint to her th at a gratuity is 
acceptable. 
No fcigolo may visit professionally 
a place of dancing other 
than that 
which he is employed, unless he is ac­ 
com panying clients elsewhere 
upon 
their express 
invitation. 
He 
m ust 
never “presum e upon” 
his 
dancing 
acquaintance with “clients”. 
Gigolos have set a sort of fashion 
abroad for silly young men and for 
im m ature young men who aren’t by 
nature really silly. Ju st as before the 
w ar it was begining to be said 
in 
Europe th a t all sm art society girls 
tried to make them selves look like 
fashionable demimondaines, so now it 
seems th at their younger brothers are 
am bitious to m istaken for prosperous 
gigolos.

AND FIFTY YEARS 
AGO 


Brooklyn, August 
25, 
1776.—All 
has been quiet today on the 
Long 
Island front. 
American army offic­ 
ers are wondering why General Howe 
has not already given battle. 
Per­ 
haps he is waiting for more troops 
from his transports, or for a 
more 
favorable wind with the aid of which 
his brother’s navy can 
occupy 
the 
East River and cut off the Brooklyn 
camp from headquarters in New York 
City. 
If he has 
been 
waiting 
for 
more soldiers, he got 
them 
today 
when two brigades, under 
Genera’ 
DeHeistcr, arrived 
at 
the 
Hessian 
camp in Flatbush. 
General 
Washington came 
over 
from headquarters and inspected the 
American breastworks and outposts 
with General Putnam. 
He reserved 
his comments for a letter 
which 
he 
sent back to General Putnam short­ 
ly after reaching headquarters. 
He 
admonished General Putnam in 
the 
strictest terms to put an immediate 
stop to the constant sniping which 
he had observed along the 
picket 
lines. 
Random firing of that nature, 
he said, accomplished no good 
pur­ 
poses, but on the

The penalty for the conviction of a 
parent or guardian, who violates the 
abo\e law is a fine of not less than 
ten dollars and not more than twen­ 
ty-five, or imprisonment for not less 
than two days and not more than ten 
days, or both such imprisonment' and 
fine. 
The public schools were established 
in Missouri for two fundamental rea­ 
son«. 
First, the people believe 
every child should have and is entitl­ 
ed by right to a common school edu­ 
cation; second, they belive that illi­ 
teracy and ignorance are a real men­ 
ace to a free state 
Many people believe that the com­ 
pulsory school attendance law should 
be better enforced than it is in some 
sections of Missouri. 
They 
believe 
that the ignorance, indolence, indif­ 
ference and selfishness of a 
parent 
should not be allowed to deprive any 
child of his right to a common school 
education. They believe there will be 
few, if any more, cases of real want 
and distress at the time because the 
small children go to school every day 
and there will be much less of pover­ 
ty in the future, if those children do 
receive an education.

of 
cotton seed for germination is one of 
the greatest pieces of w’ork the Mis­ 
souri College of Agriculture has done 
it helping the farmer save his dol­ 
lars”. says W. H. Tanner. 
As early as February of this year 
County Extension Agent A. J Rennet- 
repotted that four loads of so-called 
planting seed were sent to the oil mill 
because the germination test was so 
low that nothing but 
a 
very 
poor 
stand could be secured by 
planting 
them. 
Many other such cases occur­ 
red all over the 
district 
and 
the 
amount of poor seed detected was un­ 
believably large. 
The Seed Testing Laboratory 
at 
the Missouri College of Agriculture 
tested nearly two thousand samples 
of cotton seed this year 
and 
only 
about 39 per cent of them were good 
enough to use 
for 
planting 
seed. 
Through tlie hearty co-operation 
of 
newspapers, bankers, merchants, and 
others interested in the district, these 
tacts were put before everyone and 
a remarkably good response was se­ 
cured.

I’Ihii Increase« Farm Profit 


Among the plans udvanced for the 
improvement of the farmer’s situa­ 
tion just now one that is attracting 
considerable attention is the Missou­ 
ri plan of soil improvement develop­ 
ed by the soils 
department 
of 
the 
Missouri College of Agriculture. Ex- 
periments have demonstrated beyond 
question that where n farmer 
will 
follow the 
plan, 
as 
outlined, 
his 
yields of grain and forage—per acre 
—can be increased and that this 
in­ 
crease can 1h* made with marked pro­ 
fit. 
It i* true, admits M. F. Mfiler, head 
of the soil* department, 
that 
soils 
vary a great deal in their character­ 
istics and some of the principles 
of 
the plan do not apply to every soil; 
hut all have a wide application 
and 
tin* farmer can very quickly 
deter­ 
mine for himself or through informa­ 
tion supplied by the College of Agri 
culture, just which of the principles 
of the plan are most important on his 
land. 
Here are the five more import­ 
ant principles of the plan: 
1. 
The farmer should adopt a k 
gume cropping system, which includ­ 
es a legume once, at least, 
in 
four 
years. 
2. 
All crop refuse such as straw, 
stalks, and manure, should in* relig­ 
iously returned to the lain! and thus« 
farmers who are mainly grain farm ­ 
ers can make excellent use of green 
manures, under proper management 
3. 
In order to grow clovers 
and 
alfalfa, acid soils should he limed. 
4. 
Practically all soils in Missouri 
will respond to 
the 
application 
of 
phosphate, preferably acid phosphnh 
or bone-meal. 
5. 
Soil washing should he control­ 
led on rolling lands, since on many 
farms there is as much loss through 
erosion as through crops. 
There is no doubt that the farmei 
who will study his conditions and ap­ 
ply such of the principles outlined as 
tit his soil will profit greatly. More 
detailed information regarding 
th« 
plan is given in various publications 
which may he obtained by writing to 
the College of Agriculture at Coium 
liia.
